Middletown, N. Y„ Aug. 27— (U P) 
- Two men ar** known to have lost 
their lives and ne vent Mn others are 
believed dead as the result of the 
cloudburst which swept the narrow 
Rondout 
valley 
from Grahainsvllle 
to Rosendale, a distance of about 25 
miles. 
The flood carried away five main 
big Ii way bridges ami 
a 
score 
of 
smaller spans, 
virtually marooning 
the 
villages 
of 
Rticka, 
Monte!*, 
Lackawaek ami and Napanoch. 
The known dead are Abe Blatt, of 
Lnekawnek, torn from the arm* of 
rescuer* by a torrent after be had 
carried iii* invalid wife to safety, 
an*! Charles lottery, 50, of Paterson, 
who lost his grip on a rope and wa* 
swept from sight in the torrent. 
Between one thousand 
and 
two 
thousand summer residents of the 
valley were saved from 
drowning 
by volunteers, headed by Chief 
of 
Pollee Harold Ross and Corporal J. 
It. Norton of the state police, aided 
by the Ellenville fire department. 


Rosendale, N. Y., Aug. 27- Twen­ 
ty five boys, who hail been stranded 
for more t Ila ii 12 hours on an Island 
as Rondout creek overflowed after a 
cloudburst, were saved early today 
when tow lines were fosse*! to them 
and they made their way 
to 
the 
mainland. 
Thomas Krlsle, living Just aero** 
from til** Island where the boys had 
their encampment, 
brought 
about 
Hie rescue after he had enlisted sev­ 
eral persons to ald. 
Meanwhile the creek 
continued 
dangerous. 
It still is flowing from 
twenty-live to thirty feet above Ita 
normal level and the rain continue*. 
Krislc said ii** had not heard of 
any casualties yet but had heard re­ 
ports that several villages lying be­ 
low Grahamaville had been washed 
out.

All of Governor Sm iths speeches, acceptance as well as oth­ 
ers made previously to his bein# a candidate, are bein# closely 
scanned. 
The St. Paul Pioneer Press takes up Smith’s reference 
to the tariff in this fashion: 
An adequate tariff is the foundation of farm relief. 
This is 
true, not because Herbert Hoover said it in his recent speech of ac­ 
ceptance, but because farmers of the Northwest have Ion# known 
it from practical experience*. 
The protective tariff policy of the 
Republican party more than any other principle has held them in 
allegiance to that political faith. The Democratic party now hav­ 
ing made professed conversion from its former free trade tenden­ 
cies to the protective system, an examination is proper into the 
soundness of its beliefs, particularly as affecting agriculture. Both 
the party and its candidates can rightly be considered probation­ 
ers subject lo inquiry both as to past record and present orthodoxy 
in doctrine. 
Candidate Smith in his speech of acceptance made reference 
to the Underwood Tariff bill, saying; “The Democratic party does 
not, and under my leadership will not, advocate any 
sudden 
or 
drastic revolution in our economic system which would cause busi­ 
ness upheaval and popular distress. This principle was recognised 
as far back as the passage of the Underw<a>d Tariff bill. Our plat­ 
form restates it in unmistakable language.” 
The Underwood bill was enacted into law in 1918, at the be­ 
ginning of the Wilson administration when the Democratic party 
was in control of Congress. Having been cited by Governor Smith 
as a reference for his conservative opposition to “any sudden or 
drastic revolution in our economic system,” its schedules and chan­ 
ges are worth examination, particularly as they applied to agricul­ 
tural products in which the Northwest is so vitally concerned. 
Prior to 1918 there was in effect the Payne-Aldrich aet, pass­ 
ed by a Republican Congress in 1909. 
It imposed varying duties 
upon a variety of products of the farm. 
Cor example, beef, veal, 
mutton and pork were protected at I 1-2 cents per j>ound. 
The 
duty on milk was 2 cents per gallon, on cream 5 cents per gallon, 
on butter (I cents per pound, on eggs in the shell r> cents per dozen, 
en corn 15 cents per bushel, on wheat 25 cents per bushel, on po- 
Baeon and ham had duties of 4 cc•em s 
tatoes 25 cents per bushel, 
per pound. 
Then came the Underwood tariff of IU Id, which according to 
Governor Smith established the principle of no sudden or drastic 
revolution in our economic system. There is something amiss here.I 
The facts seem not to agree with the candidate’s declaration, at 
least so far as the tariff on agricultural products is concerned. All 
save butter of the commodities cited above, protected in the Payne- 
Aldrich bill, were put on the free list in the Underwood hill.

Having been cited by Governor Smith 
as a reference for his conservative opposition to “any sudden or 
drastic revolution in our economic system,” its schedules and chan­ 
ges are worth examination, particularly as they applied to agricul­ 
tural products in which the Northwest is so vitally concerned. 
Prior to 1913 there was in effect the Payne-Aldrich act, pass­ 
ed by a Republican Congress in 1909.

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PROPER HEATING 
PLANT LOCATION 
IS VITAL TO PLAN 
N early every basem ent has room 
for 
a 
regular 
home 
workshop, 
which can be fitted up with a few 
hours work and slight expense. 
There are a few hard and fast 
rules to be observed in doing this, 
according to the Holland Institute 
of 
Thermology, which has just 
completed an analysis of econom­ 
ical ways of using the basement 
space in a series of representative 
dwellings. 
To begin with, the placement of 
the central heating plant should 
equalize, as fa r as possible, the 
length of all warm air pipes. This 
means th at the furnace should be 
placed as near the center of the 
louse as possible. 
There is one exception to this 
basic 
rule: 
if the m ain living 
rooms are exposed to the north or 
the west, where the highest and 
coldest winds prevail, the heating 
plant should be placed tow ard th a t 
direction. In this way, the -warm 
air pipes to those rooms will be 
shorter, and will deliver more heat 
to the parts of the house th a t re­ 
quire it most. 
Of course, the position of the 
basem ent stairs will be determined 
by th a t of the staircase leading to 
the upper story. 
The fuel-room 
should be laid out beween the wall 
beside a driveway and the furnace 
room. Finally, it is most econom­ 
ical to place the laundry tubs be­ 
neath the kitchen or the bathrooms, 
so th at the cost of the water-pip­ 
ing will be reduced to a minimum. 
These rules are not difficult to 
observe in laying out the basement 
of the average home, and the study 
of typical basem ent plans by the 
Holland Institute of Thermology 
shows th at a little ingenuity and 
intelligent effort usually will leave 
a good-sized space for an extra 
room. This fact is illustrated by 
the plan shown here, which was 
taken from an actual house-plan 
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and laid out with 
a prim ary view 
to practicability.
